KATV, citing investi- 
gators, said her injuries were from blunt force trauma to 
the head and upper body. 

Pressly's purse was missing, and police said she may 
have been beaten during a robbery, though there was no 
sign of forced entry into her home. Asked wTether Pressly 
may have been targeted because of her job, Davis said 
officers were talking to station employees to determine 
whether Pressly “has had any problems.’’ Davis would not 
discuss specifics.The last known contact with Pressly was 
between 9:30 p.m. and 10:30 p.m. Sunday 

A friend and colleague at KARK-TV, Mallory Hardin, 
said she had dinner with Pressly that night, then later 
went to see “W.” with other friends. Plardin said she and 
Pressly exchanged text messages about the film afterward 
and that nothing seemed out of the ordinary 

Pressly sent her a “bubbly, w^onderful text,” Hardin 
told NBC’ s “Today” show on liiesdav She said news of

her friend’s attack w^as surreal. 

“If there’s one person that doesn't have an enemy, it is 
Anne Pressly” Hardin said. “She’s wonderful to everybody

Jon Burge accused 
of lying about torture

More than three 
decades after alle- 
gations surfaced 
that ("hicago police 
detectives routinely 
tortured murder sus- 
pects, retired Cmdn 
Jon Burge was arrested 
Tuesday at his Florida 
home on charges that 
he testified falsely about the brutality 

T he perjury and obstruction of justice 
counts against Burge mark the first crimi- 
nal charges in die long-running scandal. But 
a dozen or more officers once under Burge’s 
command who have denied under oath tak- 
ing part in the alleged torture could be in 
legal peril as well. 

The indictment of the 60 -year-old Burge 
breathes new life into a scandid that has had 
a stubborn hold on the Pofice Department 
and the city and involves claims of abuse — 
electric shock, Russian roulette and suffo- 
cation with bags and typewriter covers. The 
allegations continue to figure prominently 
in the appeals of dozens of inmates. 

Much of the scandal grew out of some of 
the most brutal crimes. Andrew Wilson was 
allegedly tortured after his arrest for the mur- 
der of two Chicago police officers in 1982. 
Madison Hobley made similar allegations 
after he w^as charged in a 19^7 arson that 
killed his wife, young child and five others. 
Hobley was sentenced to Death Row, but was 
pardoned and set free by Gov George Ryan. 

T he allegations also raised questions about 
the conduct of Mayor Daley, who was Cfook 
ffouiity state’s attorney in the E980S when 
much of the alleged torture took place, and 
current State's Atty Richard Devine, whose 
otfice continued to oppose the inmates' alle- 
gations of torture. 

It has cost taxpayers nearly S30 million 
in lawsuit settlements and legal fees paid by 
the city to numerous lawrj^ers who have rep- 
resented the police officers. 

The indictment comes tw^^o vears after a 
Special Cfook Cfounty prosecutor, following 
a lengthy and expensive investigation, con- 
cluded that Burge and his officers coerced 
dozens of confessions by torturing criminal 


REACTION 

An attorney who represents two men 
allegedly tortured by Jon Burge’s 
detectives called the arrest of “enormous 
symbolic Importance” In Chicago, where 
the police department has long been 
dogged by allegations of misconduct. 

"This has been a symbol of a pattern of 
racism and of police as an occupier in 
certain neighborhoods, and the federal 
governm ent stepping in here just has 
enormous importance even If It is only 
this one case/' said Locke Bowman, of 
the MacArthur Justice Center at the 
Northwestern University School of Law. 

suspects. But they held that no one could be 
crimin<xlly charged because statutes of limi- 
tations for the abuse had long passed. 

But federal authorities charged Burge for 
his denials of the torture, not the decades- 
old torture itself In written answ^ers he sub- 
mitted in November 2003 as part of a federal 


lawsuit filed by Hobley, Burge denied he took 
part in torture or knew of physical violence 
fay officers under his command in the 1980s 
at Calumet Area headquarters on the South 
Side. TTiat amounted to perjury and obstruc- 
tion of justice, prosecutors contend. 

For years, Burge and those officers had 
asserted their 5th Amendment rights, refus- 
ing to answ^er questions. 

But the responses by Burge in 2003 — and 
potentially those by other officers more 
recently— have given prosecutors the 
window^ of opportunity to bring criminal 
charges. 

During an initial appearance in IJ.S. 
District Court in Tampa, Burge was released 
on 8250,000 bail, secured by his home. He 
was ordered to surrender his passport, hand 
over his weapons to a friend and report to 
court officials in Florida tw^ice a w^eek. Jeffrey 
Cramer, a federal prosecutor in (Chicago, said 
Burge is scheduled to be arraigned Monday 
in federal court here.

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Chicago-area black women at greater risk of death

In 1980^ black women and white women in 
Chicago \^ith breast cancer were equally 
likely to die. 

Since then, death rates for white patients 
have improved dramatically But that is not 
the case for their African-American counter- 
parts, who are now dying at a rate 116 percent 
higher, according to data released Wednesday 
by the Metropolitan Chicago Breast Cancer 
Task Force. 

Moreover, the gap has widened. Last year, 
the gi‘oup analyzed data through 2003 and 
found a 68 percent higher death rate for 
black women. The latest study, conducted by 
researchers at Sinai Urban Health Institute, 
looked at vitaJ records through 2005, 
obtained from the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, 

Experts say genetics or biology alone can- 
not explain the difference. The racial gap in 
(Chicago was twice that of the U.S. and seven- 
fold that of New York C'ity 

'Tr w^as as tf no screening or treatment was 
going on for black women, which we knew 
was not true,” said Dn David Ansell, chair- 
man of the task force, made up of 74 health 
care groups and more than 100 breast cancer 
physicians, researchers and advocates. 

Black women are less likely to get mammo- 
grams, the task force notes, and when they 
do, the mammograms are more likely to be of 
inferior quality Those diagnosed with cancer 
also are less likely to have access to quality 
treatment. 

Personal finances are a factor, as Carole 
Alexander knows. She was unemployed, 



uninsured and had spent the last of her sav- 
ings on essentials when she was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in February She waited 
two months after finding the lump before she 
had it checked out, hoping it would go away 
Ihere are probably a lot of women like me/' 
said Alexander, 54. 

Grants are being awarded Wednesday 
to wo local groups working to educate 
and assist black women. One is Sisters 
Embracing Life, an Austin-based cancer 
awareness support group that helps women 
navigate through the health care system and 
find free or low-cost services. 

^'When you don’t have insurance, you feel 
embarrassed to go to the doctor/' said Lula 
Gordon, founder and president of the group. 
''1 tell women, *You call me, lil go with you. 
HI hold vour hand.’ ” 

Other task force recommendations 
include eliminating co-pays and deductibles 
for breast cancer screening and treatment as 
well as improving the distribution of screen- 
ing facilities.

How did you find out you had breast 
cancer?

Em done with treatment and 
cancer-free. 

Did you have a family history? 

Yes. i\ly mom had breast cancer. The 
initial diagnosis was that everything 
was OK. Then she had a recurrence 
and that’s when the dynamics changed. 
1 didn’t think my mother would die. 
Then to have her pass away from it 
(in 1999 at age 46} and have me be 
diagnosed (in 2006 at 34), it really 
changed how 1 was going to deal with 
it. i had my family, friends, church, co- 
workers and the Sisters Network there 
to support me. 


How did you become a breast cancer 
activist? 

Through a series of events, 1 found myself 
unemployed and started volunteering at 
the Health C^are ("onsortium of Illinois. 
That volunteer opportuniU!^ turned into 
a job as a breast cancer coordinator (later 
with the American (dancer Society). I 
joined Sisters Netvwk two months after 
my diagnosis. 1 found a pamphlet in the 
waiting room at Rush UniversitY^ Medical 
Genter and started going to meetings. ... 

It was a mental and spiritual path for me. 

What is the most important news coming 
out of this report? 

I'he work of the task force can open the 
eves of health institutions to do better to 
help these w^omen. It’s not just Chicago, 
but the south suburbs, where the mortal- 
ity rate is ridiculous and the incident rate 
is also bigh. I really want the hospital 
systems to say: ^‘We take on the burden for 
caring for women in the community”

New proposal would mandate that all of Chicago’s 
taxis be hybrids or fuel-alternative by 2014

Cihicago’s taxis are a bit greener these days, 
but the city’s fleet is far from being a lean, 
green, hybrid machine, 

U'here are only 62 hybrid or fuel-alterna- 
tive cabs on ttie streets of Cihicago, less than 
one percent of the 6,700 cabs in the city, 
C Contrast that with New York Ciity, which 
has about 1,400 green taxis out of about 
[3,000 of its yellow cabs, nearly 11 percent 
of the fleet, according to the N YCi Taxi Sc 
Limousine Commission, And that number 
is poised to grow, thanks to a new^ law that 
requires all New York taxis to be hybrid or 
fuel-alternative vehicles by 2012. 

C.hicago requires every taxi company 
wdrh 50 or more cabs to have at least one 
hybrid or fuel-alternative taxi in its fleet. 
Some aldermen would like to see those 
numbers go up. Aid. Edward Burke {14th) 
and Aid. Thomas Allen (3tSth) have drawn 
up a proposal that would mandate all of 
(Chicago’s taxis be hybrids or fuel-alterna- 
tive by 2014. 

The first hybrid cabs hit the streets of 
Cdiicago last year. Chicago Carriage Ciab 


Company leased its first hybrid — a Ford 
Escape — to veteran taxi driver C^heikh 
‘‘Bamba’’ Dione in June 2007, and he has 
been driving it since. 

"Lhe gas mileage is excellent,’* said Dione, 
who has driven for 13 years with Chicago 
Carriage Cab. ''1 put in about $20 of gas 
every day with this car. 1 save an^T^diere 
from $iSo-S200 a week. Unfortunately, 
what 1 am saving in gas money I have been 
paying to lease my cab, so it’s no different 
from me driving a regular [Ford (Town 
Victoria] cab. If [the company} eased up 
on the lease, this car would be the best to 
drive.** 

The company owns 10 hybrids and would 
like to add more to its fleet, said CJiicago 
(Carriage spokeswoman June Rosner. 

Unfortunately there might not be enough 
green cars to go around. 

*^One of the problems is the lack of 
availability of hybrids and fuel-alternative 
cars. We can’t replace our cabs fast enough 
in New York [for the NYC mandate} or 
Chicago because of the lim ited amount on 
the market,” said Mike Levine, spokesman 
for YelloM^ CTb Cfompany, which operates in 


Chicago and New York (iity 

‘i'Vlmost everybody wants one [hybrid or 
fuel-alternative] with the cost of gas these 
days,” Levine said. Yellow Ciab (Company 
operates about 17 hybrid cabs in (Chicago. 

Another problem, Levine said, is the 
unproven safety records of hybrid and fuel- 
alternative cabs. 

In New York (Tty cab companies are 
suing over the green mandate that went 
into effect Oct. i. A lawsuit filed by the 
Metropolitan Taxicab Board of Trade, an 
associatio n of taxi owners, says hybrid cars 
are unsafe, in part because they are smaller 
and lighter than the traditional cab, a Ford 
CTown Victoria. The suit also notes that 
taxis endure much heavier use than normal 
private vehicles, according to a New York 
Times report. 

Ifosner, of ( Jiicago (Carriage Ciab, said 
the jury’s still out on the future of (Tiicago’s 
green taxis. 

“If given enough time, our company 
would definitely support having our taxis 
go green,” she said. “It’s a good concept, 
but it’s just too soon to tell.”

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South suburbs 
worry about 
salt price hikes 

iVlany south suburban municipalities are wish- 
ing they had stockpiled more road salt Last 
year now tliat tliey face liuge cost increases 
and worry that dwindling supplies may not 
get them through another snowy and Ley 
winter. 

Meanwhile, they are appealing to Illinois 
Atty Gen. Lisa Madigan to investigate the 
high salt prices, which the officials said 
threaten to bust their budgets and put the 
public in danger this winter. 

“Nobody's accusing anybody of anything/' 
said Bud Fleming, assistant executive director 
of the South Suburban Mayors and Managers 
Association, which represents 42 communi- 
ties. 

“We just want to make sure everything is 
on the up and up/' 

The disparities in what municipalities are 
paying for road salt this year is the main con- 
cern, with some paying as little as $50 per ton 
and others more than $150 per ton. 

Robyn Ziegler, a spokesman for the attor- 
ney general, said the office started looking 
into complaints last month after hearing 
from towns and municipal associations from 
throughout northern Illinois concerned 
about the high road salt prices.

$140,000 from the system. The six were 
arraigned before Cook County Circuit Judge 
Dennis Dernbach on charges of felony theft. 
Authorities alleged that two previously 
charged payroll department workers issued 
unauthorized paychecks to the others and 
then split the proceeds.

Video shot by a security camera confirm .s 
that the warning lights on a radio tower in 
Aurora were functioning last week when an 
emergency medical helicopter hit one of 
the structure's support wires and crashed, 
the chief investigator into the fatal accident 

said diiesday.

Authorities had hoped that the camera, 
positioned at the Metra commuter park- 
ing lot at Route 59, would have shown 
the Air Angels helicopter as it flew by last 
Wednesday night en route to (Childrens 
Memorial Hospital in Chicago from a hos- 


pital in Sandwich. All four aboard the chop- 
per, including the 14-month-old patient, 
were killed in the crash. 

The video shows strobe hgl\ts on the 
tower blinking, said John Brannen, the 
investigator-in- charge with the National 
'IraJisportation Safety Board. 

“They cease bhnking at the time of acci- 
dent, 11:5:8 p.m./' Brannen said, citing radar 
data that helped authorities pin down the 
time. 

The Route 59 Metra station is several 
miles from the crash site, and the video 


images were not crisp enough to see an air- 
craft, he said. 

Radar began tracking the helicopter about 
eight miles after it departed Sandwich, 
Brannen said. The radar plots are being ana- 
Ij^ed, but so far the data show the chopper 
was flying level, at an altitude of about 1,400 
feet, when it hit the radio tower's guy wire, 
severing the main rotor, he said. 

“The pilot was in communication 
with DuPage tower, but 1 have not been 
informed that he made any distress call/' 
Brannen said.

Economic outlook bleak in III., poll finds

She moved to San Francisco in May from 


dexas to work on Proposition K. 

Fven in tolerant San Francisco— wdiere 
the sadomasochism lair draws more than 
400,000 tourists — the measure laces an 
uphill battle, with much ol the political 
estahlishmcnt opposing it. 

In 2004, almost two- thirds of voters in 
nearby Berkeley rejected decriminalization. 
But proponents of Proposition Ksay their 
proposal has a better shot in San Francisco, 
which thev believe is more sexually liberal 
than the city across the bay.

Baseball gods smile on Tampa Bay

Devil ... be gone! For lo years, they were a 
lousv team with a fiendish nickname: the 
Fampa Bay Devil Rays. Fhen the club exor- 
cised the "‘Devil” from its name, and sud- 
denly Tam pa Bay is in the World Series. 

Was it the hitting, the pitching, the 
coaching— or the hand of God? 

“I told my wife before the season started, 
‘Whoever is in that organization made, to 
mCj a very interesting decision,’ ” said Les 
Steckel, a former NFL coach and head of 
the Fellowship of Christian Athletes, an 
evangelical ministry ‘‘Six months later, look 
what happens.” 

Belief that dark forces are at work in all 
facets of life runs throughout many reli- 
gions. And even though theologians uni- 


versally will say that God takes no rooting 
interest in sports, fans often manage to find 
signs of damnation and redemption every- 
where — particularly in baseball. 

Many fans in the Tampa- St. Petersburg 
area still call the team by its old name, which 
refers to a kind of manta ray— a fish with 
fins that look like horns on a demon. 

Until this season, the Rays hadn’t even 
had a winning season. 

‘^You take the "Devil’ out of the Devil 
Rays,” said Boston shortstop Alex Cora, 
pointing to the sky, “and Jesus helps them 
out.” 

T he thornier religious question behind 
Tampa’s nickname is this: Does God care 
about the name or the fate of a team? 

The NHEs New Jersey Devils haven’t 


been cursed, winning the Stanley C^up three 
times. 

And a team with a nickname God might 
favor — the L.A. Angels — lost to the Red 
Sox in the American League first-round 
series. 

Christopher Evans, a professor of church 
history at Colgate Rochester (Tozer 
Divinity School in Rochester, N.Y., said 
most sports fans mistake superstition for 
religion. 

‘The rational part of our brain sort of rec- 
ognizes that a lot of the curse stuff is silly” 
said Evans, co-author of “The Faith of >0 
Million; Baseball, Religion and American 
Culture.” “The reason that Tampa Bay has 
done well is that they have a great team. 
They have a great manager.”

“We both have a lot of chips,’* 
says Scott Hutchison. “And we 
both work hard- We both have 
parts that sound a little shaky, 
and kind of imperfect. But, you 
know; hopefully do the job.” 

ddiat’s what the singer of 
Frightened Rabbit— named after 
Hutchison*s nickname in his young, shier 
days — says he has in common w^ith his elec- 
tric guitar, which he*s owned since he w^as 
about 17.

Eminem reveals more of himself in new book, ‘The Way I Am’

Shady’s back. So is Eminem, and Marshall Mathers too. 

Whatever you might call him, the man recently named the 
''best rapper alive’’ by a poll ot Vibe magazine readers has returned 
in a major wa\: The 36 -year-old superstar’s re-emergence comes 
four years after his last studio album, three years after he was 
treated for a sleep medication dependency and two years since 
the violent death of his best friend and the collapse of a second 
marriage to his childhood sweetheart. 

His new track, ‘“Fm Having a Relapse/’ has caused a stir on the 
Web and is fueling talk of a new record and maybe even a tour. 

On Tuesday Em took a step back with his new memoir that, 
although it lacks any bombshells, shares some revelations about a 
man whose autobiographical lyrics have tantalized fans for years. 

In ''The Way 1 Am/’ the man born Marshall Bruce Alathers 111 
takes readers into his painliil childhood and adolescence and inside 
the studio and beyond as the former Detroit factory floor sweeper 
enters the rap game and becomes a worldwide hip-hop sensation. 

The book is 200 -plus pages w^orth of text, behind-the-scene s 
photographs and reproductions of Eminem’s original lyric 
sheets — hotel stationery and other scraps of paper he used to 
scratch out partial verses of the songs that would make him 
famous: From “My Name Is'’ and “Stan” to “Lose YourselP and 
“Without Me.’’ 

Eminem may not love being in the public eye, bur he loves 
music, and that has drawn him out, said publisher Brian Tirt, 
president of Dutton Books, an imprint of the Penguin Group. 

“i think he doesn’t like being famous, but he sure likes being 
an artist,” Tart said. “Getting away from the trappings of fame 
was something he needed to do. But in his bones and his blood, 
he’s an artist.” 

The book kicks off with a prologue that provides one of the 
reasons Eminem has shunned the spotlight for the past few years. 
He de scribes just how difficult it has been for him to come to 
grips with the loss of his longtime best friend and fellow rapper 
Proof (Deshaun Holton), who was gunned down at a Detroit 
after-hours club in April 2006. 

'After he passed, it was a year before 1 could really do anything 
normally again,” Eminem writes.

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Palin stars in a ‘Crypt’ tale

‘'Tales From the Crypt” is about to take a whack 
at the nation’s most famous hockey mom. 

'I'he next issue of the horror comic book has 
Republican vice presidential nominee Sarah 
Palin depicted on its cover swinging a hockey 
stick and rousting the ghoulish characters 
made famous in “Crypt”gory glory days in the 
i9)Os. 

“Didn^t we get rid of you guys in the ’50 s?” 
the Alaska governor asks with a sneer as she 
scatters the Vault- Keeper and his creepy 
mates from a stone castle doorway. 

The cover references an incident in 1996 
when Palin, then mayor of Wasilla^ Alaska, 
sought to ban books from a local public 
librar)'. The GOP nominee, who has taken 
some heat for that, said that on two occa- 
sions she asked “a rhetorical question” about 
removing objectionable books from shelves 
but that she never pursued it or mentioned 
specific titles. 

“Tales From the Chypt” became one of 
the signature names in horror and American 
pop culture after five years of memorable 
mayhem that ended in 1955. That was after 
months of intense pressure and industry 


regulations targeting 
lurid comics, spurred 
by televised Senate 
subcommittee hear- 
ings on juvenile delin- 
quency 

Jim Salicrup, editor 
in chief of Papercutz, 
the publisher that 
revived the classic 
“Crypt” title about 
e 6 months ago, said the cover is a commen- 
tary on an individual. “This was not a partisan 
thing.” 

Salicrup notified retailers in advance about 
the hot-button comic book. Dr. No^s, a store 
in Marietta, Ga., canceled its orders for the 
entire Papercutz line after hearing about the 
cover. 

“That’s their right,” Salicrup said, “just as it’s 
the right of any retailer or library or publisher 
to make decisions about what is appropriate. 
Ids not the decision of politicians,” 

Meanwhile, another comic publisher, 
Bluewater Productions, announced a comic- 
book biography of Palin to be published in 
February Iwo endings are being prepared.

Many people start their day off Avrong by eat- 
ing foods high in fat, salt and sugar, nutrition- 
ists say Here are some ways to change: 

Check your cereal 

Look for choices with at least five grams of 
fiber and no more than eight grams of sugar 
per sendng. Note: Watch granola, which 
sounds healthy but can be high in fat and 
sugar. 

Try new toppings 

Instead of pouring regular syrup on pan- 
cakes or French toast, experiment with fresh 
fruit {or a TOO percent fruit spread), a little 
peanut butter or sugar- tree syrup. Instead 
of cream cheese on bagels, try skim ricotta 
cheese or a thin layer of almond butter. 

Go wheat 

Whole- wheat bread and small whole-grain 
bagels are healthier — and more filling — than 
doughnuts, pastries, croissants and biscuits. 

Substitute while cooking 

If you’re making pancakes, use half whole- 
wheat flour and half white flour and add 
applesauce or grated fruit to the batten For 


French toast, dip whole-grain bread into an 
egg substitute or a mixture of one whole egg 
and one to tw^o egg whites (which also works 
for omelets). 

Beware of breakfast bars 

Some have no more nutritional value than a 
candy bar. Check labels for sugar and calo- 
ries, or substitute whole-grain toast with a 
TOO percent fruit spread. If you need some- 
thing to go, one option is a trail mix of nuts, 
dried fruits and dry cereal. 

Rethink meat 

Most bacon and sausage are high in fat, salt 
and calories. Low-fat brands and turkey 
bacon and ham are better, but consider 
going meatless or opting for a nontraditional 
choice such as grilled chicken or salmon. 

Add fruits, vegetables 

Throw them in wherever you can, including 
omelets, cereal and yogurt. 

Make smoothies 

Rather than one big glass of juice, fill up by 
blending a half cup each of orange juice and 
plain low- fat yogurt with half a banana and 
some frozen berries.
